ASPARAGUS — Sow  early  in  the  spring  as  the  ground  will  admit 
of  working  in  rows  a  foot  apart.  Keep  carefully  hoed  and  free 
from  weeds,  and  the  plants  will  be  in  condition  to  set  out  the 
succeeding  spring.  The  soil  for  the  permanent  beds  should  be 
thoroughly  manured  and  trenched.  Plant  in  rows  three  feet  apart 
and  one  foot  between  the  plants  in  the  rows,  and  let  the  crown 
of  the  plant  be  covered  about  six  inches  deep.

Carrots  require  a  rich,  sandy  soil  to  reach  perfection.  'For  an 
early  supply  sow  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  can  be  worked. 
Carrots  are  very  susceptible  to  dry  weather,  which  is  apt  to  prevent 
the  germination  of  the  seed  or  burn  the  young  plants  as  soon  as 
they  appear  above  the  ground.  It  is  therefore  advisable  to  use  a 
liberal  quantity  of  seed,  which  will  give  the  crop  a  better  chance. 
One  oz.  of  seed  will  plant  150  feet  of  drill.
